to outflank the German defences to 
the south of Catania. 

The whole front from the north 
to the east coast, under 60 miles 
long, is in movement, and the Allies 
are making steady progress towards 
the Messina bridgehead. 

The Allies’ new | offensive is 
designed to sweep right through the 
powerful Etna defences, and was 
Jaunched all along the front. The 
Eighth Army is storming in at the 
toughest point of the whole line, 
fighting over a no-man’s-land pitted 
with craters, heavily mined, an 
under Axis cross-fire. Their thrust is. 
directed towards Catania and the 
slopes of Etna.
